Mr. Fitzgibbons merely testified to the 
election bills and the Suburban bill's stand- 
ing in the Assembly. 

Phillip Stock, the central figure in the 
Suburban scandal, was the next witness. 
Mr. Stock said he was the secretary of the 
St. Louis Brewing Association.

I 
will appeal the care if my attorneys agree 
and will spend $1000 fighting the appeal 
rather than pay her that $600.”’ 

The court of appeals in an elaborate opin- 
am by Judge Shepard Barclay rendered the 
third decision against Metzger Tuesday. 
It affirmed a decision of the circuit court, 
which, In turn, affirmed the original judg- 
ment secured by Mrs. Stephan more than 
a year ago from Justice Boettger of South 
Broadway.

The increased traffic and weight of trains 
in the last four have subjected the 
structure to greater strains than before,

Pians have been completed for this work,

THINKS THIEF KILLED LATIMER 


LAWYER HAS WATCHED AND 
FOLLOWED CASE CLOSELY.

He Has Prosecuted Many of the No- 
torious Cfiminals of Gotham, 
Among Them Harris, Buchan- 
an and Meyer, All Famous 
Murder Cases. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July 21.—Francis L. Wellman, 
former aasistant district attorney, who prosecuted 
many of the most important murder cases in New 
York, including tkore of Carlyle Harrta Dr. Bu- 
ehanan and Dr. Meyer, and whe ie acknowledged 
to be one of the leading jury lawyers of New York, 
has carefuly followed the Latimer case. Ble re- 
viewed the case for the correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. Following is hia statement: 


BY FRANCIS L. WELLMAN. 

It seems to me that the murder of Albért 
C. Latimer was the act of a non-profes- 
sional sneak-thief burglar. I can arrive at 
no other conclusion after examining all the 
facts in the case as they have been pre- 
sented thus far. 

I think that pushing the social inquiry, 
as was done at the inquest, instead of lay- 
ing more stress on the theory of burglary, 
is an awful mistake. 

The facts in this case are briefly these: 
Mrs. Latimer was awakened shortly after 
2 a. m., July 2, by what she believed was 
the presence of burglars in her room. She 
spoke to her husband about it, but he be- 
lieved his wife had made a mistake. He 
knew she was of a nervous temperament 
and he promptly went to sleep again. But 
Mrs. Latimer was not satisfied, She got! 
out of bed, went into the bathroom and 
then lighted the gas in her own room. She 
went to the windows and pulled down the 
shades. She felt certain that she had seen 
the burglar enter her clothes-closet, and 
she called her husband. He picked up the 
bed-clothes, which he probably intended to 
throw over the burglar so ae to blind hiz:m.

Mr. Latimer died without having made 
an ante-mortem statement.

Admissions Made 
by Mrs. Latimer. . 

It was admitted by Mrs. Latimer that at 
one time she had been a party to a little 
flirtation; that she had exchanged notes 
over the fence with Albert Elwell; that she 


had met, by accident, W. H. Tuthill in New 
York some two years ago, and that after 
they had had luncheon they returned to 
her home in Brooklyn, where Mr. Latimer 
found them. It is proved that Mr. Latimer 
later on accepted Mr. Tuthill's explanation 
and that to the end they were friends. 

It has been testified that there were no 
marks on the doors, windows or shutters, 
that nothing was disturbed on the base- 
ment and parlor floors, and that a purse 
containing mopey, which had been left In 
the dining room, had not been stolen by 
the burglar.

I don't see anything 80 
very strange about that. A frightened 
woman will do almost anything. Mrs. Lati- 
mer told her husband there was somebody 
in the room. He did not believe her, s0 
sfe concluded to investigate for herself. 
What is more natural than that a woman 
under such circumstances should want to 
make a Httle noise. Walking across the 
room, pu'ling the shades, a cough, maybe, 
all such little noises give confidence to 4 
woman under such circumstances. It is 
stretching a point to assume otherwise. 

I don't see that Mrs. Latimer did any- 
thing inconsistent with what a half hys- 
terical woman would do who believes that 
there is a burglar in the house. She might 
do the most natural or the mcst immaterial 
thing and both would be consistent with 
fright. 

It is pretty hard on the woman that she 
should be subjected to such an examina- 
tion. It is a fearful position for her to be 
placed in. And would not any one give her 
the benefit of a doubt? 

A great point, in my mind, is that no 
friends of the woman would ever have 
plarmed the appearance of a burglary. A 
surprised and cornered man _ visiting her 
might shoot, but what would such a pef- 
son be doing with a bicycle lamp, @ case 
knife, or with the felt-soled shoes? 

What possible bearing could a flirtation 
by Mrs. Latimer some years ago have 
upon the murder of her husband? None— 
absolutely none. Certainly there has been 
no evidence submitted thus far to show 
that it has any relation to the crime.

The Post-Dispatch has urged the ereciion of 
floating baths. because the money in hand is not  .ufficient for 
the erection of enough permanent bathhoures to accommo late 
And in order to save 
life and provide a swimming pool at the earliest possible moment. 
the Post-Dispatch urged that at least one floating bath be built 
this summer. 

But a. the needed ordinance has not yet been passed and the 
time is short, it seems hopeless to look for the comoletion of 
any bath in time for the bathers this season. If Harbor Com- 
Missioner Whyte can see his way to the erection of permanent 
baths on the river front, of course these will be better than 
floating pools. But the money in hand will not go far towards 
the erection of fancy baths. The harbor commissioner shou'd 
be cafeful to place no obstacle in the way of the city getting 
public baths of some kind at the earlest possibe m-ment. 
Thousands of bathers are using the river front daliy, and lives 
are lost trom time to time for lack of safe bathing plac. s. 

Tt reste with Harbor Commissioner Whyte and the Municipal 
Assembly to take the necessary steps to supply the city with 
the first of the free baths needed, now that it has been de- 
cided to use the $53,000 wurplus of the harbor fund for that pur- 
pore. The free-baths movement must not be blocked at this 
point by whimercal considerations.

Tho frequent fatalities from the careless or wrong use of gaso- 
line and kerosene are becoming a matter of public concern. It is 
shocking to read, day after day, of girls and women being 
burned to death because they have tried to fill tanks of stoves 
with gasoline while a blaze was near, or because they have poured 
kerosene into an ordinary stove to hasten the process of fire- 
making.

Surely it is not altogether carelessness; ignorance of the effect 
of their actions must account for the fact that women persist 
in the wrong use of these dangerous olls.

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WATCHING THE WORKERS, SEVENTH AND OLIVE STREETS.

Hundreds of Persons Stand by the 
Hour Watching the Work of Ex- 
cavating for a Building at 
Seventh and Olive. 


BY A POST-DISPATCH REPORTER. 

What peculiar phase of human nature is 
it that induces men to stand around by the 
hour idly watching other men work? 

No doubt you have often noticed it, and 
perhaps you have indulged .in It. Indeed 
there is a murvelous fascination in work— 
if it is the other fellow who is working. 

It would be difficult to determine the 
most popular game of street work at which 
to look. It seems to lie between excavat- 
ing for the foundations for a big down- 
town building, laying street car tracks and 
raising a two-ton safe to the sixth story of 
an office building. I have seen men ten 
deep stand for a half hour watching a man 
cut a piece off a steel I beam with a cold 
chisel.

WEBSTER CITY, Io., July 23.—The very 
rare phenomenon of an apple tree bearing 
two growths of apples and in blossom again 
for the third time this year may be wit- 
nessed at the James Prim farm, near Bell's 
mill, southeast of the city. 

The tree blossomed at the usual time last 
spring. At the regular period the leaves 
of the blossoms fell and apples began to 
form. Just at this time the tree again 


broke forth in bloom. The second growth 
of blossome fell as did the first and a sec- 
ond growth of apples began to form. The 
first growth of apples are now about the 
size of a walnut, while the second growth 
is just formed and about the size of a pea. 
The other day the strange tree blossomed 
again. The blossoms can now be seen on 
the tree, while even to the casual observer 
the fact of apples already formed are of 
two distinct and separate growths is very 
apparent. Mr. Prim was in the city a day 
or two ago. The facts regarding this curi- 
ous freak of nature are well authenticated. 
It has been seen by many people in and 
about Bell's mill 
No cause for the strange bearing pro- 
clivities of the tree can be assigned. he 
limbs, so far as known, have never been 
fted with any sort of apples. Even 
ad this beeg the case, however, no variety 
of apple grows hereabouts which under 
any circumatances would blossom s0 late 
in the season. The tree is surely a very 
strange curiosity and one which will at- 
tract much attention, especially among 
botanists.
